Madoff 
To Admit 
His Guilt 

Charges in $65B fraud carry 
a sentence of up to 150 years 

NEW YORK | In a courtroom surprise, it was 
revealed Tuesday that Bernard Madoff will 
plead guilty Thursday to securities fraud, 
perjury and other crimes, knowing that he 
could face up to 150 years in prison for one 
of the largest frauds in history. 

The revelation came as prosecutors 
unveiled an 11-count charg- 
ing document against the 
70-year-old former Nasdaq 
chairman, and as his law- 
yer, Ira Sorkin, told a judge 
that Madoff planned to 
plead guilty this week with- 
out a plea deal. 

Madoff has been under 
house arrest in his $7 million Manhattan 
penthouse since he was arrested in early 
December after authorities said he con- 
fessed to his family that he had carried out 
a $50 billion fraud. In court documents 
filed Tuesday, prosecutors raised the size 
of the fraud to $64.8 billion, an amount 
recounted in apparently false statements 
from November 2008. 

Authorities reviewing the finances of 
Madoff s business say the actual loss was more 
likely much less and that higher numbers 
reflect false profits he promised investors. 

U.S. Attorney Lev L. Dassin said in a 
release that the charges “reflect an extraordi- 
nary array of crimes committed by Bernard 
Madoff for over 20 years. While the alleged 
crimes are not novel, the size and scope of Mr. 
Madoff s fraud are unprecedented.” (ap)

Smithsonian opens 
ancient pocket watch 
to read inscription 

WASHINGTON! For nearly 150 years, 
a story has circulated about a hid- 
den Civil War message engraved 
inside Abraham Lincoln’s pocket 
watch. On Tuesday, museum cura- 
tors confirmed it was true. 

A watchmaker used tiny tools 
to carefully pry open the antique 



watch at the National Museum of 
American History, and a descen- 
dant of the engraver read aloud the 
message from a metal plate under- 
neath the watch face. 

“April 13 - 1861,” the first line 
reads, “Fort Sumpter [sic] was 
attacked by the rebels on the above 
date. J Dillon.” The second part 
repeats the same date, states the 
location as Washington and says, 
“Thank God we have a govern- 
ment.” 


Jonathan Dillon, then a watch- 
maker on Pennsylvania Avenue, had 
Lincoln’s watch in his hands when 
he heard the first shots of the Civil 
War had been fired in South Car- 
olina. The Irish immigrant later 
recalled being the only Union sym- 
pathizer working at the shop in a 
divided Washington. 

Dillon’s story was passed down 
among his family and friends, even- 
tually reaching a New York Times 
reporter. In a 1906 article in the 
paper, 84-year-old Dillon said no 
one, including Lincoln, ever saw the 
inscription as far as he knew, (ap)

Dow jumps 380 points 
after Citigroup reports 
profit in past 2 months 

NEW YORK I Wall Street had its best 
day of the year Tuesday, storming 
higher after some good news from 
Citigroup. 

Citigroup Inc. says it operated at 
a profit during the first two months 
of the year. That energized financial 
stocks and in turn, the entire mar- 
ket. Surprised investors drove the 
major indexes up more than 5.5 per- 
cent to their biggest one-day rally of 
the year. The Dow Jones industrials 
shot up nearly 380 points. 

However, many analysts are 
still cautious — noting that Wall 
Street has seen many blips higher 
since the credit crisis and recession 
began. Word of Citi’s performance 
broke a months-long torrent of bad 


news from the banking industry 
but analysts weren’t ready to say 
the stock market was at a turning 
point and about to barrel higher 
after a slide that’s lasted more than 
16 months. 

“To have a sustained rally, we 
have to have a shift in sentiment,” 
said Kurt Karl, chief U.S. economist 
at Swiss Re. “One day isn’t going to 
make a trend.” 

Still, the Citigroup news offered 
investors some hope that the first 
quarter will show signs of improve- 
ment. 

The Dow jumped 379.44, or 
5.8 percent, to 6,926.49. It was the 
Dow’s biggest point and percentage 
gain since late November. 

The S&P 500 index rose 43.07, 
or 6.4 percent, to 719.60, while the 
Nasdaq composite rose 89.64, or

SAN JUAN, PUERTO RICO I Five men 
charged in the Sept. 11 attacks mock 
U.S. authorities and proclaim them- 
selves “terrorists to the bone” in a 
war crimes court filing released 
Tuesday.

crimes court and released by the Pen- 
tagon, in English, over the objections 
of attorneys for two of the men. 

The five had previously said they 
wanted to plead guilty to the charg- 
es against them, and Khalid Sheikh 
Mohammed, the self-proclaimed 
Sept. 11 mastermind, had expressed 


pride in the attacks. But this is their 
most detailed response yet. 

All five were charged with mur- 
der and other crimes at the Guan- 
tanamo war crimes court, which 
President Obama suspended in 
January while his administration 
considers new strategies for pros- 
ecuting terrorists. 

The charges, which carry a 
potential death sentence, “are 
badges of honor, which we carry 
with pride,” they write. The charge 
of conspiracy is “laughable,” they 
write, because the planning was 
intended to be secret. 

“Your intelligence apparatus, 
with all its abilities ... failed to dis- 
cover our military attack plans 
before the blessed 11 September 
operation. ... Why then should you

China Says U.S. Ship Broke 
Laws, Spurred Confrontation

DHARAMSALA, INDIA I Somber 
prayers and hymns remembered 
the dead. Monks in ornate yellow 
headdresses blew giant conches and 
long brass trumpets to announce 
the coming of the Dalai Lama. A 
band playing drums, cymbals and 
bagpipes added to the din. 

Then, the soft-spoken man of 
peace delivered an unusually harsh 
message — a systematic indictment 
of the Chinese government that 


forced him to flee Tibet into exile 
during a failed uprising in 1959.

Lama of trying to split Tibet from 
China and fomenting the recent 
violence, denounced his speech 
as “lies” and underlined the devel- 
opment it had brought to the vast 
Himalayan plateau. 

The Dalai Lama’s speech in 
Dharamsala, the two-street town 
perched in the foothills of the Indi- 
an Himalayas where he set up his 
headquarters in exile, warned that 
Tibet’s religion, culture and lan- 
guage are “nearing extinction.” 

Decades of China’s communist 
experiments “thrust Tibetans into 
such depths of suffering and hard- 
ship that they literally experienced 
hell on Earth,” he said, adding that 
these acts led to the deaths of hun- 
dreds of thousands of Tibetans. 

After the Dalai Lama’s speech, 
thousands of Tibetans took to 
Dharamsala’s streets, chanting, 
“China out!” and “Tibet belongs to

U.S. blames al-Qaeda 
for 2nd major bombing 
near Baghdad in 3 days 

BAGHDADIA suicide bomber struck 
Sunni and Shiite tribal leaders tour- 
ing an outdoor market after a rec- 
onciliation meeting in a Baghdad 
suburb Tuesday, killing up to 33 
people in the second major attack 
in the capital area in three days. 

The bombings are raising fears 
that Sunni insurgents maybe esca- 
lating operations as the U.S. phas- 
es out its combat role in Iraq and

The attacks also suggest that 
insurgents are capable of exploiting 
weaknesses in Iraqi security proce- 
dures.

More than 40 people were 
wounded Tuesday when the bomb- 
er detonated an explosives belt as 
tribal leaders, security officials and 
journalists strolled through the 
market in the town of Abu Ghraib, 
the site of the infamous prison at 
the center of the 2004 detainee 


abuse scandal. 

The leaders had just left a meet- 
ing called as part of a government 
campaign to reconcile local Sunni 
tribes and Shiites who fled the 
mostly Sunni town on Baghdad’s 
western outskirts two years ago 
but have been trickling back to 
their homes. 

No group claimed responsibil- 
ity for the attack, but U.S. and Iraqi 
officials blamed al-Qaeda. 

“These are small al-Qaeda-relat- 
ed cells that are conducting these 
attacks,” the top U.S. commander, 
Gen. Ray Odierno, told The Associ- 
ated Press. “The unfortunate part 
is they’re still able to recruit people

N. Ireland on Edge After 3rd Killing 


Coalition leaders vow 
to halt IRA rebels who 
fatally shot policeman 

BELFAST, NORTHERN IRELAND I The 

Catholic and Protestant leaders of 
Northern Ireland’s coalition gov- 
ernment jointly pledged to crush 
Irish Republican Army dissidents 
in an exceptional show of unity 
Tuesday after the third killing in 
two days claimed by an IRA splin- 
ter group. 

Police said they arrested two 
suspects — a 37-year-old and a 
17-year-old — on suspicion of 


involvement in the latest slaying 
Monday night, when a policeman 
was shot through the back of the 
head as he sat in his patrol car. 
Both were arrested in a Catholic 
neighborhood near the scene of 
the slaying in Craigavon, south- 
west of Belfast. 

Television news footage showed 
officers leading the teen to an 
armored van and putting a white 
hooded outfit on him to protect 
forensic evidence that may be on 
his clothes or skin. 

The Continuity IRA said in a 
message to Belfast media it killed 
the officer — barely 48 hours after

another splinter group, the Real 
IRA, gunned down two British 
soldiers and wounded four other 
people. 

The sudden escalation in blood- 
shed appeared designed to under- 
mine Northern Ireland’s young 
coalition as its leaders prepared 
to leave for a high-profile U.S. tour 
capped by their first meeting with 
President Obama at the White 
House, on St. Patrick’s Day. 

The leaders, First Minister Peter 
Robinson and Deputy First Min- 
ister Martin McGuinness, post- 
poned that trip for the second time.

DOT officials promise 
$900M for 23-mile 
rail extension to Dulles 

U.S. transportation officials sealed 
their commitment to along-planned 
extension of Metro to Dulles Inter- 
national Airport at a ceremony 
Tuesday in which Transportation 
Secretary Ray LaHood signed 
a formal agreement to provide 
$900 million in funding considered 
crucial to the project’s success. 

But the real action will start in 
the coming weeks about 15 miles to 
the west, where demolition of roads 
and bridges, and heavy construc- 
tion of overhead piers will become 
an unwelcome fact of life during 
the next six years for commuters 
and residents of McLean, Tysons 
Corner, Vienna and beyond.

It’s One and Done for Georgetown 


Red Storm topples 
Hoyas in first round 
of Big East tourney 

HOYAS HOOPS I In the era Jessie 
Sapp will remember most fondly 
from his college career, when the 
Georgetown men’s basketball pro- 
gram rebuilt itself into a force to be 
feared in the Big East, the Hoyas 
lost just two games in three years 
at Madison Square Garden. 

As of Tuesday, they added two 
more losses in an eight-day span 
— the latest the most bitter of all, 
sending Georgetown crashing out 
of the Big East tournament in the 
opening round for only the second 
time in school history. 

After leading much of the first 
half, Georgetown stumbled badly 
down the stretch and fell to the 13th 
seed St. John’s Red Storm, 64-59. 

Freshman center Greg Monroe, 
who had fouled with one minute 34 
seconds remaining, looked on from 
the bench at what has become a 
familiar scene this year, with turn- 
overs and poor shooting spelling the 
Hoyas’ undoing. 

Sapp, the sole scholarship senior 
on the team, put the Hoyas up, 
49-46, with a three-pointer with 
6:04 to play.

But St. John’s (16-15, 7-12) clawed 
back to advance to Wednesdays’ 
second round game against fifth- 
seeded Marquette. 

Sophomore Chris Wright led the 
Hoyas with 14 points, while Mon- 
roe , who on Tuesday was named 
the Big East’s rookie of the year — 
added 13. Junior forward Da Juan 
Summers managed just nine points 
on 2-of-8 shooting. 

St. John’s got 23 points from 
Paris Horne, who also played a 
key role in handing Georgetown 
a loss in overtime at the Garden 
eight days ago. 

Tuesday’s loss hurt worse, scut- 
tling any last hope that Georgetown 
(16-14, 7-12) could squeak into the 
NCAA tournament. 

For Georgetown, this has been a 
season of unrealized potential. 

With three McDonald’s all- 
Americans on the roster, George- 
town opened 10-1 and climbed as 
high as ninth in the national rank- 
ings after upsetting Connecticut. 

But the Hoyas tumbled from 
the rankings in late January and 
proceeded to lose nine of their last 
13 games. Georgetown has lost in 
tournament’s opening round only 
once, falling to fifth seed Boston

A young auteur tracks 
and finds realism on 
the rails of Mexico 

SOUTH OF THE BORDER I In the shat- 
tered calm of the Mexican night, 
sitting atop a railroad tanker car, 
Cary Joji Fukunaga didn’t know 
that a man was being murdered. 
But he’d heard the screams, gun- 
shots and shouts in Spanish of 


“Bandits!,” and he was bracing to 
make a run for it. 

It was the summer of 2005, 
and Fukunaga was researching 
the screenplay for his first feature 
film, “Sin Nombre,” the harrowing 
but uplifting saga of a Honduran 
girl and a Mexican ex-gangbanger 
trying to train-hop illegally into the 
United States. 

Most auteurs probably would 
have drafted that story from home. 


But Fukunaga, 31 — an Oakland, 
Calif., native who writes and directs 
movies as though he were practic- 
ing an extreme sport — insisted on 
experiencing firsthand the hazards 
and terrors faced by thousands of 
economic refugees every year. 

So, he set off for Southern Mex- 
ico to ride the rails, braving thugs 
and the danger of being swept under 
the trains’ limb-severing wheels. 

“It felt like being a hobo in the 


’30s,” he says, hunching his slender, 
6-foot-plus frame behind a desk 
in the North Hollywood offices of 
Focus Features. 

In the process, Fukunaga has 
crafted a significant new addition 
to the corpus of movies dealing 
with the Latin American immi- 
grant experience, including Greg- 
ory Nava’s “El Norte” (1983), Josh- 
ua Marston’s “Maria Full of Grace” 
(2004) and Patricia Riggen’s 2008 
film “La Misma Luna.” 

Its arrival has been preceded 
by standing ovations at January’s 
Sundance Film Festival, where it 
won awards for directing and cin- 
ematography. 

“A big new talent arrives on 
the scene with ‘Sin Nombre,”’ pro- 
claimed Variety’s Todd McCarthy. 
“Fukunaga’s enthralling feature 
debut takes viewers into a shad- 
ow world inhabited by many but 
noticed by very few.” 

The movie’s title refers to the 
anonymity of the millions of 
migrants — legal and illegal — who 
come to work in the United States. 
He describes the theme of “Sin 
Nombre” as “families in transition 
... the coming apart and re-creation 
of families in different forms.” 

From a political perspective, 
Fukunaga regards the United 
States’ decades-old immigration 
conundrum as a case of fairness 
and social justice. “We are a coun- 
try of immigrants, and I don’t know 
why it is a tendency for humans to 
forget that fact,” he says. 

“Sin Nombre” (“Nameless”) will 
open in select theaters March 20.

Author Fights a Desert Storm 


‘Sahara’ writer must 
pay millions due to 
breach of contract 

DU ST UP I A Los Angeles Superior 
Court judge has ordered Clive Cus- 
sler to pay $13.9 million in legal 
fees to the production company 
that turned his adventure novel 
“Sahara” into a box-office flop star- 
ring Matthew McConaughey, Steve 
Zahn and Penelope Cruz. 

In his ruling Monday, Judge 


John P. Shook agreed with lawyers 
for Crusader Entertainment that an 
original contract between the two 
parties called for an award of legal 
fees if either side breached. 

“The issue boils down to whether 
the fees requested are reasonable 
and necessary,” Shook said. He con- 
cluded that they were. 

Cussler sued Crusader in 2004, 
claiming the company reneged on 
a contract that gave him approval 
rights over the film’s screenplay. 

Crusader, which is owned by bil-

lionaire Philip Anschutz, counter- 
sued, accusing Cussler of duping it 
into adapting his book into a film 
based on an inflated number of nov- 
els sold.

Crusader attorney Marvin S. 
Putnam said after Monday’s hear- 
ing that he was happy with the 
judge’s decision. Cussler’s lawyer 
Bert Fields said he would appeal

“She’s just glad to have this part 
behind her, and she’s looking for- 
ward to moving on,” Smith said.

S 0 L 0 I John Rich, one half of Big & 
Rich, has the current economic crisis 
and some greedy executives to thank 
for his new solo hit. “Shuttin’ Detroit 
Down” quickly caught radio’s atten- 
tion after airing on Detroit country 
station WYCD’s “Dr. Don Morning 
Show.” Just five weeks after its release, 
the song is No. 18 on Billboards Hot 
Country Songs chart. 

Rich wrote the song, which 
includes the lyrics, “In the real 
world, they’re shuttin’ Detroit 
down/While the boss man takes 


his bonus and jets on out of town,” 
after watching the news of bank- 
ing bailouts and executive greed.

Matters

Death 

Capital punishment 
and friendship collide 
in an insightful film 

DOCUMENTARY I It might seem like 
a typical death-row documen- 
tary — chronicle the interaction 
between a strident capital pun- 
ishment advocate and a convicted 
mass murderer, and then wait for 
the happy ending — but even up to 
the electric chair, New York Law 
School professor Robert Blecker 
never wanted to be Daryl Holton’s 
friend, and Holton never apolo- 
gized for murdering four children 
— his own. 

Morbid “buddy-film” market- 
ing aside, “Robert Blecker Wants 
Me Dead,” opening Friday at E 
Street Cinema, provides a riveting, 
if unusual, look at one man’s jour- 
ney to present a third option in the 
debate over capital punishment. The 
film centers on Blecker’s views as 
an “emotive retributivist,” a nuance- 
filled position arguing that capital 
punishment should be reserved for 
only “the worst of the worst.” 

Enter Holton, a Tennessee 
native who calmly shot his four 
children in 1997 rather than see 
them return to poor living condi- 


tions with their mother. Holton’s 
cutting humor, deep intelligence 
and refusal to appeal his sentenc- 
ing forces Blecker to wrestle with 
the implications and practicality 
of his own beliefs. 

Director Ted Schillinger’s com-

mitment to objectivity and refus- 
al to stage or reshoot any footage 
brings a terse realism to Blecker 
and Holton’s interaction, culmi- 
nating in a terse death-watch 
debate and Holton’s eventual 
execution. 

“I had no control over the film,” 
said Blecker, noting that Schillinger 
is opposed to the death penalty. 
“This is not a polemic.” 

There is little question “Robert 
Blecker Wants Me Dead” brings 
up more questions than answers. 
The film functions as more than 
just an argument for, or repudia- 
tion of, Blecker’s position. 

Following Friday’s 7:30 p.m. and 
9:45 p.m. screenings, Blecker will 
take questions from the audience 
at E Street Cinema in Washington.

After surviving war, 
an Iraqi band pursues 
fame in a new culture 

The band Acrassicauda is rockin’ in 
the free world after a journey that 
has enough turmoil to fit its heavy 
metal style. 

After avoiding Saddam Hus- 
sein’s secret police, enduring the 
bombing of their practice space, 
dodging death threats and navi- 
gating sectarian warfare in their 
native land, four Iraqi musicians 
who wanted nothing more than to 
rock ’n’ roll all night are living in 
New Jersey, pursuing their dreams 
of stardom.

Tales of bands struggling 
through hard times and overcom- 
ing obstacles to stardom are as old 
as rock itself. But Acrassicauda, 
(pronounced ah-crass-ih-COW’- 
dah), named after a species of black 
scorpion, has had a harder time 
than most. 

“A lot of heavy-metal bands talk 
and sing about war and death and 
destruction, but they haven’t expe- 
rienced it,” said bass player Firas 
al-Lateef. “We have.” 

After three years living as ref- 
ugees in Syria and Turkey — and 
putting their survival ahead of 
their rock star dreams — the band 
is in America. They live in a small 


apartment with little more than 
some fold-out beds, doing the things 
many wannabe rock stars do: look- 
ing for jobs and women, not neces- 
sarily in that order. 

“We’re still in the process of 
figuring it all out,” said drummer 
Marwan Riyadh, 24. “We’re trying 
to fit in with a new culture and a 
new society.” 

Acrassicauda was formed in 
2000 when Riyadh and guitarist 
and lead vocalist Faisal Talal met 
lead guitarist Tony Aziz, 30, in a 
Baghdad school where they were 
studying fine arts. 

In between lessons, they realized 
they shared a love of heavy metal. 

They joined with al-Lateef, 27, 
and played their first concert two 
months later before about 300 fans

in a small Baghdad club. 

Trouble soon followed. Saddam’s 
secret police were seemingly every- 
where and grew suspicious when 
bands sang in languages other than 
Arabic, said Talal, 25. 

When the U.S.-led coalition 
invaded Iraq and toppled Hussein 
in April 2003, music took a back- 
seat to staying alive. 

“We didn’t expect to survive,” 
Talal said. “During war, it’s stay 
home, lock your door and stay 
indoors as much as you can. Mis- 
siles and bullets were coming down 
from the sky.” 

Once Saddam was toppled and 


fighting subsided in Baghdad, the 
band regrouped in January 2004, 
playing a show for 50 to 60 people at 
a place called the Hindia Club. 

But a different kind of danger 
was taking hold. One day, a note 
was tacked to the door of their 
rehearsal space. 

“It said, ‘You better quit this. It 
doesn’t fit with the Iraqi traditions 
or religion. Stop it or you will die,”’ 
al-Lateef recalled. 

In 2005, their rehearsal space 
was destroyed in a series of blasts. 
They knew it was time to go. 

Aziz and Riyadh left first, making 
the 18- to 20-hour bus ride to Syria.

The other two followed soon. After a 
year, their visas expired. They took 
refuge in Turkey. 

Vice, a New York magazine, had 
profiled the band earlier and helped 
produce a film about them called 
“Heavy Metal in Baghdad,” which 
was shown at the Toronto and Ber- 
lin International Film festivals. The 
magazine spent about $40,000 to 
help support the band as the men 
applied for refugee status in Turkey, 
trying to get to America. 

After being screened by the Unit- 
ed Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees, undergoing interviews with 
the U.S. Dept, of Homeland Security, 
and obtaining exit visas from Turkey, 
the band members started arriving 
in the U.S. last fall. 

Now, Acrassicauda is work- 
ing on getting its act back togeth- 
er. The band hopes to have a new 
three-song EP finished by the end 
of the year. 

“We’re able to play our music fast 
and loud, have free speech, stand 
on a stage without being afraid and 
do what we love doing, what we 
finally have a chance to do,” said 
Riyadh. “We know how to cherish 
each moment, and these moments 
are precious to us, believe me.”

Survival at Work 

Howto Deal columnist LILY GARCIA 
was online Tuesday to answer ques- 
tions about human resources issues, 
workplace laws and just everyday 
workplace survival. 

Unfortunately, I recently fore- 
closed on my house after losing my 
job. My credit is very poor, though 
I’m working on rebuilding it. I would 
like a job in the government. Can I 
pass a security clearance with bad 
credit? 

In my limited understanding of 
the issue, I believe that debt or 
bad credit does not per se stand 
in the way of obtaining a security 
clearance. However, it is impor- 
tant to be absolutely honest in the 
screening process, and excessive 


debt may raise concerns about your 
vulnerability to being recruited by 
enemies of the government. 

What can I do about workplace dis- 
crimination based on age and looks? 
All the law firms I’ve worked at (I 
am over 40 and most jobs last about 
five years before this happens), 
eventually want to fire all the older 
paralegals and hire younger ones. 
Too much “Boston Legal” perhaps? 
If you sincerely believe that you have 
been the subject of age discrimina- 
tion, consult an employment lawyer, 
the Equal Employment Opportu- 
nity Commission or your state’s fair 
employment practices agency. 

How do you re-enter the work force 
after being off for four years due to 
medical issues, and being a 41-year- 
old woman? 

You must address the issue of your 
gap in employment forthrightly in 


your cover letter. Do not feel com- 
pelled to disclose the details of your 
medical condition or treatment. Just 
explain that you have been out of the 
work force due to a medical condi- 
tion from which you have, thank- 
fully, made a full recovery. 

Other than explaining my availabili- 
ty when applying for a part-time job, 
do I need to disclose that I am work- 
ing full time? I feel that this is some- 
thing that might be better brought 
up during the interview because I 
don’t want to be ruled out strict- 
ly based on the fact that I work full 
time. 

I don’t think that you would be ruled 
out for a part-time job just because 
you work full time.
